operative Development Corporation Employees Provident 
Fund Regulations, 1964, namely : — - 

(1) Substitute the following for the existing Sub- 
Regulation (d) of Regulation 2. 

“(d) ‘Cotinuous service’ means uninterrupted 
service rendered under Government of 
India/State Government, Semi Government 
or Autonomous Organisations or other es- 
tablishments covered by the Employees 
Provident Fund Act, 1952 followed by 
service under the Corporation and includes 
periods of leave on average or half ave- 
rage pay and of service preceding or fol- 
lowing the period of extraordinary leave, 
but not the period of extraordinary leave,” 


(2) Add the following as sub-para below Sub- 
Regulation (ii) of Regulation 4. 

“If, however, an employee, who is a subs- 
criber to any other Provident Fund and is 
appointed and/or permanently absorved in 
the Corporation without interruption in 
service, the amount of subscription, toge- 
ther with interest thereon standing to his 
credit in such other fund on the date of 
transfer shall, if the employee so desires 
be transferred to his credit in the fund.” 

(3) Insert the following as sub-Regulation (c) of 
Regulation 6. 

“(c) In case of an employee referred to in sub- 
para below regulation 4(ii) from the date 
of absorption in the Corporation.”

Provided that : (1) No withdrawal under 
this Regulation shall be sanctioned unless 
the subscriber has completed 20 years of 
service or is due to retire on superannua- 
tion before another 10 years, whichever is 
earlier, (ii) The amount of withdrawal shall 
not ordinarily exceed six month's pay of 
the subscriber or 75% of the exempted 
contributions and exempted interest con- 
tained in the balance to the credit of the 
subscriber whichever is less. This limit may 
however, be relaxed by the Committee of 
Trustees, (iii) The withdrawal for the pur- 
pose specified in the clause (iv) above shall 
be subject to the following further condi- 
tions; viz- 
is.) That such house or site is assigned to the 
Committee and the subscriber does not al- 
ready own a house in his name, in the 
name of his wife/her husband or his 
children wholly dependent on him. 

(b) That in the case of a subscriber whose in- 
come under the head ‘salaries’ does not 
exceed Rs. 3,600/- per annum, the Com- * 
rnittee may at its discretion waive the con- 
dition that such a house or site shall be 
assigned to it and instead requires as a con- 
dition that the subscriber shall not encum- 
ber or alienate the property in any manner, 
so long as he remains in the service of 
the Corporation. 

(c) That the construction of the house should 
be commenced within 6 months of the 
withdrawal and should be completed with- 
in one year from the date of commence- 
ment of construction. If the withdrawal is 
taken for repayment of loan previously 


raised for the purpose, the repayment of 
loan should be made within three months 
of the date of withdrawal. 

(d) That in the case of contraction of house, 
withdrawal should be permitted only in two 
or more equal instalments, (not exceeding 
four) subsequent instalment being permit- 
ted only after verification by the Committee 
about the actual utilisation of the earlier 
withdrawal. 

(e) withdrawal shall be payable only if the 
house site and/or house is free from en- 
cumbrances. No withdrawal shall be payable 
for purchasing a share in a joint property 
or building or house or land whose owner- 
ship is divided. 

(f) That if the amount withdrawn exceeds the 
actual cost, the excess shall be refunded to 
the Committee forthwith in one lump-sum. 
together with interest at the prescribed 
rate for being credited to the subscriber’s 
account in the fund. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in Sub-Regu- 
lation (1) above it shall be open to the Committee to 
permit the withdrawal upto 90% of the amount standing 
at the credit of a subscriber, if the subscriber takes leave 
preparatory to retirement provided that if he rejoins duty 
on the expiry of his leave, he shall refund the amount so 
drawn together with interest at the prescribed rate.

(ii) In clause (iii) of sub-Regulation (I) (b) 
of Regulation IS, reference to clause (vi) 
may be changed as reference to clause (iv) .

(iv) A candidate who has passed in Part T of this 
examination but failed in one or more subject/s in Patt 
It Examination shall be permitted to study for the First 
semester of the Fourth Year Course and to reappear 
in relegated subject/s of Part II of the previous exami- 
nation, alongwith Part 1 of the Fourth Examination in 
Architecture to be held in December on payment of exa- 
mination fee and if he passes in these subjects and in 
the grant total as provided in Regulation 20(d) he shall 
be declared to have passed the complete Third Examina- 
tion in Architecture. 

Provided that the result of Part I of the Fourth Exa- 
mination in Architecture of such a candidate shall be 
declared only after his result of the Third Examination 
in Architecture and in case he failed in the Third Exa- 
mination in Architecture his result of Fourth (Pre- 
Final) Examination in Architecture shall stand cancelled 
and he shall not be permitted to continue his studies for 
the Fourth Examination in Architecture anv further, 
until he has passed Part II of the Third Examination in 
Architecture at a subsequent attempt. 
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(23) Four weeks after the termination of examina- 
tion each Part or as soon as possible the Registrar shall 
publish a list of candidates who have passed. Each 
candidate who has passed the complete examination shall 
be awarded a certificate. 

Fourth (Pre-Final j Examination in Architecture 

(24) (A) The Fourth (Pre-Final) Examination in 
Architecture shall consist of two parts — Part 1 and Part 
11 and shall be open to any candidate who— 

(i) has been enrolled in a college affiliated to this 
University in ihe Faculty or Design and Fine 
Arts during one semester preceding Part 1 
examination and one academic preceding Part 
11 examination; 

(ii.) has passed the Third (Intermediate) Examina- 
tion in Architecture ot this University; 

OR 

under Regulation 22(iv) has passed only Part 
I of the Third Examination in Architecture in 
which case he shall be admitted only to take 
Part 1 of Ihe Fourth Examination in Architec- 
ture of December; 

(iii) has his name submitted to the Registrar by the 
Principal of the college by the prescribed 
date; and 

(iv) produces the following certificates signed by 
the Principal of his college; 

(1) Of good character; 

(2) Of having attended not less than 85 per 
cent of the lectures and laboratory and 
practical work (wherever prescribed) in 
each of the following subjects : —

Lectures shall be counted up to 15 days previous to 
the ditto commencement of examination. 

A deficiency in lectures, tutorials, laboratory and 
practical work including drawing may be condoned by the 
Principal of the college up to 5 per cent in each sub- 
ject. 

(B) A student of the college who has attended the 
prescribed number of lectures and practicals etc. for a 
particular semester as an (iv) (2) above but does not 
appear at the examination for sufficient cause or having 
appeared at the examination fails may be permitted to 
appear at the next examination and the one alter the next 
a fresh coufse of lectures and practicals etc. for that 
particular semester only. 

(25) Every candidate shall be required to take up the 
subjects as laid down in the syllabus prescribed by the 
Senate from time to time. The examination in each 
subject shall consist of ;

(A) Written papers and/or drawing papers with 
Viva Voce wherever provided. 

(b) Internal Assessment of sessional work in a 
each subject. Sessional work shall broadly 
comprise of classwork. Fieldwork, workshop 
practice, laboratory practicals, studio work, 
home work and periodical tests. 

(c) General Proficiency Marks. 


(26) The minimum number of mark required to pass 
Part I and Part II examination shall be : 

(a) 40 per cent in each subject of examination, 
including Viva Voce wherever provided. 

(b) 50 per cent in the internal assessment of 
sessional work in each subject as defined under 
Regulation 25(b). 

Note ; — For the purpose of internal assessment Gene- 
ral Proficiency shall be treated as an inde- 
pendent subject. 

(e) 45 per cent in the aggregate of all subjects 
prescribed for each part of the Examination. 

(d) 50 per cent in the aggregate marks of Part I 
and Part 11 examinations. 

(27) (A) Marks in the internal assessment as defined 
under Regulation 25(b) shall be forwarded by the Prin- 
cipal of the College to the University in a consolidated 
si a lenient ai the end of each semester but before each 
examination i.c. Part 1 or Part II examination as the 
case mav be. 

(B) A student who fails in the internal assessment of 
any subject shall not be permitted to take the ensuing 
examination. He shall repeat the full course in an affi- 
liated college and obtain a fresh pass marks in the inter- 
nal assessment of each subject in order to be eligible to 
appear in the University examination. 

(28) (i) A candidate who fails in one or more sub- 
jects in Part I of the Fourth Examination in Architec- 
ture shall be exempted at the next examination from 
appearing in the subjects in which he passed. 

(ii) Such a candidate shall be permitted to continue 
his studies during the second semestct of the Four year 
course and to reappear in the relegated subject/s of 
Part 1 alongwith Part II of the Fourth Exa min ation in 
Architecture to be held in May. 

(iii) If such candidate passes Part II examination and 
fails in Part 1 examination he shall be deemed to have 
failed in the entire Fourth Hxamination in Architecture. 
Fie must then take both Part I and Part II examinations 
again in the next academic year after repeating the 
Fourth Year Course in an affiliated college as a regular 
student. 

(iv) A candidate who has passed in Part I of this 
examination buL failed in one or mote subjects in Part 
11 examination shall be permitted to study for the First 
semester of the Fifth year course and to reappear in the 
relegated subject/ s of Part II of the previous examina- 
tion alongwith Part 1 of the Fifth (Final) Examination 
in Architecture to be held in December on payment of 
full examination fee and if he passes in these subjects and 
in die grand total as provided in Regulation 26(d) h e 
shall be declared to have passed the complete Fourth 
Examination in Architecture, 

Provided that the result of Part 1 of the Final Exami- 
nation in Architecture of such a candidate shall be dec- 
lared only aftersaid result of the Fourth Examination 
in Architecture, and in case he fails in the Fourth Exami- 
nation in Architecture, his result of the final examination 
in Architecture shall stand cancelled and he shall not 
be permitted to continue his studies for the Fifth (Final) 
Examination in Architecture, any furtheT, until he has 
passed Part II of the Fourth Examination in Architecture 
at a subsequent attempt, 

(29) Four weeks after the termination of examination 
of each Part or as soon as possible Ihe Registrar shall 
publish a list of candidates who have passed. Each can- 
didate who has passed the complete examination shall be 
awarded a certificate. 
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Fifth (Final) Examination In Architecture 

(30) (A) The Final Examination in Architecture 
shall consist of the following - 

(a) Examination to he held at the end of the first 
semester. 

(b) 24 week practical training, and shall he open 
to any candidate who — 

(i) has been enrolled in a college affiliated to 
this University in the Faculty of Design 
and Fine Arts during the semester preced- 
ing it. 

(ii) has passed the Fourth (Pre-Final) Exami- 
nation in Architecture of this University. 

(iii) has his name submitted to the Registrar 
by the Principal of the college by the pres- 
cribed dale. 

(iv) produces t he following certificates signed 
by the Principal of his college. 

(1) Of good character 

(2) Of having attended not less than 85 
per cent of the lectures and labora- 
tory and practical work (wherever 
prescribed in each of the following 
subjects : — 

Part I only 
Professional Practice. 

Interior Design. 

Elective : — 

(a) Urban Design. 

(b) Structural Design.

Lectures shall be counted up to 15 
days previous to the date ol commence- 
ment of examination. 

A deficiency in lectures, tutorials, labora- 
tory and practical work including drawing 
may be condoned by the Principal of the 
college up to 5 per cent in each subject.. 

(B) A student of the college who has attended the 
prescribed number of lectures and practical* etc. for a 
particular semester as in (iv) 2 above but does not 
appear at the examination for sufficient cause or having 
appeared at the examination fails, may be permitted to 
appear at the next examination and the one after the 
next without attending a fresh course of lectures and 
practical etc. 

(31) Every candidate shall be required to take up the 
subjects as laid down in the syllabus prescribed by the 
Senate from time to lime, The examination in each sub- 
ject shall consist of 

(a) Written papers and/or drawing papers with 
Viva Voce wherever provided. 

(b) Internal assessment sessional work in each sub- 
ject. Sessional work shall broadly comprise of 
classwork, fieldwork, workshop practice, labo- 
ratory practical*, studio work, home work and 
periodical tests. 

(c) General Proficiency Marks. 

(32) The minimum number of marks required to pass 
this examination shall be : 

(a) 40 per cent in each subject of examination, 
including Viva Voce wherever provided. 

(b) 50 per cent in the internal assessment of 
sessional work in each subject as defined under 
Regulation, 

Note For the purpose of internal assessment Gene- 
ral Proficiency shall be treated as an inde- 
pendent subject. 


(c) 45 per cent in the aggregate of all subjects 
prescribed lor each part of the Examination. 

(d) 50 per cent in the grand total of the examina- 
tion. 

(33) (a) Marks in the internal assessment as defined 
under Regulation 32(b) shall be forwarded by the 
Principal of the College to the University in a consoli- 
dated statement at the end of the first semester but before 
the examination. 

(b) A student who fails in the internal assessment of 
any subject shall not be permitted to take the ensuing 
examination. He shall repeat the full course in an affi- 
liated college and obtain a fresh pass marks in the in- 
ternal assessment ol each subject in order to be eligible 
to appear in the IJniveristy Examination. 

(34) (i) A candidate the fails in one or more sub- 
jects in the final examination shall be exempted from 
appearing in such subject/s in which he passed. 

(ii) Such a candidate shall be permitted to proceed 
or 24 weeks Practical Training during the second semes- 
ter ot the Final Year Course and to reappear in the rele- 
gated subject/ s at (he next Final Examination. 

(iii) II such a candidate fails to clear his relegated 
subjeet/s even at the second chance his Practical '[’rain- 
ing shall stand cancelled and he shall then repeat the full 
Final year course in an affiliated college as regulat 
student. 

(iv) A candidate who has passed the Final Examina- 
tion in Architecture but (ailed to obtain a satisfactory 
grade for his Practical Training he shall again have to 
undergo a 24-week apprenticeship in order to qualify 
himself for the award of the Degree of Bachelor of 
Architecture. 

(35) Four weeks aflcr the termination of the exami- 
nation or as soon as possible the Registrar shall publish 
a list of candidates who have passed. Each candidate 
who has passed complete examination shall be awarded 
a degree (B. Architecture) stating the division in which 
he has passed, 

(36) In order to determine the division in which a 
candidate should be placed Ihe following percentage of 
marks obtained by him in different examinations shall 
be taken into account

First Examination, 25 per cent 300 

Second Examination, 25 per cent 300 

Third Examination, 50 per cent 700 

Fourth Examination, full marks 1400 

Fifth Examination, full murks 1300 


Total 4000 


Candidates who pass in all the five examinations but 
obtain less than 60 pet cent of the total aggregate marks 
(viz. 4000) shall be placed in the second division, those 

who obtain 60 per cenl or more of the total aggregate 

marks shall be placed in the First Division and those 
who obtain 70 per cent or more of the total aggregate 

marks shall be declared to have passed in First Class 

Honours division, provided they passed all the atchitec- 
turc examinations at their first attempt at the main 
Examination held in May, within five years front the date 
of the commencement of the first session in which they 
were enrolled as architecture students,
